TO HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS GEORGE PRINCE OE WALES, 

REGENT OP THE UNITED KINGDOM OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, 

IN COUNCIL. 

W E, the Commissioners constituted and appointed by His Majesty’s Royal Commission, bearing date the 
thirtieth day of August one thousand eight hundred and ten, for carrying into execution the Measures 
recommended in the humble Address of the House of Commons to His Majesty, with respect to the state o 
the Public Records of Ireland, and the necessity of providing for the better Arrangement, Preservation, an 
more convenient Use of the same ; Whereby We, the said Commissioners, are authorized and empowered to 
nominate and appoint, from time to time, Persons of ability, care and diligence, to act as Secretary and Sub- 
Commissioners, to be employed in methodizing, regulating, and digesting the Records, Rolls, Instruments, 
Books, and Papers in His Majesty’s several Offices ; and in causing such of said Records as are decayed and 
in danger of being destroyed, to be bound and secured; and in making exact Calendars and Indexes thereof; 
and in superintending the printing of such Calendars and Indexes and original Records and Papers as should 
be ordered to be printed ; and to certify unto the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, 
what would be a fit and suitable recompense to such Secretary and Sub-Commissioners respectively, 01 t leu 
pains and services in the execution of the Duties required to be by them performed: And We the said 
Commissioners, or any Three or more of us, are further required, on or before the twenty-fifth day of March 
in every year, during the continuance of the said Commission, to certify to His Majesty in His Privy Counci , 
in the manner therein directed, all and every the several Proceedings of Ourselves and the said Sub-Commis- 
sioners, had by virtue of the said Commission, together with such other matters, if any, as might be deserving 
His Majesty’s Royal consideration, touching or concerning the premises;— 

DO most humbly beg leave to certify to Your Royal Highness, That we have proceeded on the several 
Works stated in our former Report to Your Royal Highness in Your Privy Council. And We beg leave most 
humbly to lay before Your Royal Highness the following Statement of the Proceedings, had m pursuance of 
the said Commission, from the twenty-fifth day of March one thousand eight hundred and thirteen, to the 
present time.

FOURTH REPORT. 



AND that, at a former Meeting of the said Commissioners, to wit, on Saturday the 1 2th day of June 1813, 
held at the House of the Right Honourable the Lord High Chancellor, the Report of the Committee 
appointed on the Down Survey, with the Appendix thereto, having been laid before the Board, and read; 
It was Ordered, That a Copy of said Report should be transmitted to the Chief Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, and annexed to the Supplement to foe Third Annual Report, to Y our Royal Highness. 

A Report on Lodge's List of Patentee Officers, containing a Plan of said Work, having been laid before 
the Board; It was Ordered, That Mr. Lascelles, a Sub-Commissioner acting under the Board, do forthwith 
proceed to carry said Plan into execution, confining himself to the Documents referred to in Lodge s original 
Work, without illustration. 

And at a subsequent Meeting of the said Commissioners, held at the Office of the Right Honourable the 
Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, on Thursday the eistday of October 1813, The Board Ordered 
That the Sub-Commissioners who prepared the Supplement to the Second Annual Report, do prepare a general 
Index to the Volume of Proceedings by this Board, now printing under the Order of the House of Commons ; 
and also Ordered, That a copy of the Report on Buildings, made by the Committee of Observation, should 
be forthwith transmitted to London, together with foe two Drawings of the Record Tower and Kings Inns, 
for insertion in the aforesaid Work. 

The Second Half-yearly Report of the Committee of Obsecration, together with the Report on Buildings, 
therein referred to, being read ; by which it appeared that tile Record Tower in the lower Castle Yard was

Ordered That a Letter should be written by the Secretary, in the name of the Board, to the Right Honourable 
die Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, transmitting a Copy of the Allotwtion referred to in the Second 
Half-yearly Report of the Committee of Observation, & c. and in their Report on Buildings, with a request, 
that he would be pleased to obtain the orders of His Excellency for removing tile Contents of tile said several 
Offices therein mentioned, to tile Record Tower in the lower Castle Yard, pursuant to the said AllocaUon , 
and also Ordered, on the suggestion of the Committee of Observation, That the old Index or Repertory 
referring to the Records in die Rolls Office, and lately found among die Parliamentary Retards, should 
l,anded°ove, to the Deputy Keeper of the Rolls, on his giving a receipt for the same ; end that the Secretary 
should take the necessary steps for carrying this Order into execution. It was then Ordered That u Copy of 
die said Half-yearly Report he annexed to the Supplement to the Third A.mud Report to Your Royal 
lihls and ti-ansmitted to Loudon for that purpose. And it was further Ordered That Thomas Tyrre , Esq. 
Barrister at Law, who lias been represented to be a fit person to be employed on the Calendar to he 
PatenVRoUs, shield be appointed a Sub-Commissioner on die Rolls Office, for carrying % Orders of the 
Board into execution in that Repository.

RECORDS OF IRELAND; 



The Secretary having laid before the Board a printed Copy of the Catalogue of the Lambeth MSS. which 
he received from His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, with directions to present it to the Board ; It was 
Ordered, That the said Book should be carefully preserved by the Secretary, and that an entry of it, in the 
name of the Donor, should be made in the Catalogue of MS. Books, &c. belonging to the Board ; and that 
the Secretary do write, in the name of the Board, to His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, expressing their 
thanks for His Grace's very valuable present. 

AND at a subsequent Meeting of the .said Commissioners, held at the House of the Right Honourable the 
Lord Chancellor on this day, viz. Monday the 21st day of March 1814, The Board Ordered, That the several 
Patent Rolls' recommended to be transferred, in the special Report of the Committee of Observation, of 
14th February instant, and which appear, by a List formed by the late Mr. Lodge, and by the additional Return 
made by the present Deputy Keeper, to be 50 in number, be transferred from Birmingham Tower to the 
Rolls Office, to which they belong, there to be preserved with the other Patent Rolls lodged in that Repository. 

And for the purpose of enabling the Secretary to carry into complete effect all Orders of this Board 
respecting the transfer of any Records, Rolls, Books, Papers and Writings, from any one of His Majesty’s 
Record Repositories to another; It was Ordered, That he should write a Letter, in the name of this Board, 
to the Chief Secretary of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to request that His Excellency would be 
pleased to issue his Warrant, or other Authority, to the Officers, Clerks and Ministers of Record Offices and 
Repositories, directing them to obey such Orders as shall from' time to time be made by this Board, touching 
the transfer and removal of all such Records, Rolls, Books, Papers and Writings, belonging to such Offices 
and Repositories, or any of them, and which shall be in the custody of such Officers, Clerks or Ministers, or 
any of them respectively: It was also Ordered, That the Secretary do write, in the name of this Board, to 
the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, submitting to his consideration the representations made by the 
Committee of Observation, &c. respecting the Repairs of Record Repositories and Public Offices connected 
therewith, transmitting at the same time an Extract from the Report of the Committee on said subject, and 
requesting that he would be pleased to represent to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the wishes of the 
Board, that means may be adopted for Carrying into execution the measures recommended in the said Report; 
and to obtain His Excellency’s commands touching the premises. 

A Letter from the Deputy Surveyor General, dated die 8th of December 1813, having been read, request- 
ing, for the use of his Office, Copies of Reports made by the Sub-Commissioners under this Board, on the 
Down Survey, and die several Records and Documents in die Surveyor General’s Office; The Board thereupon 
Ordered, That the Surveyor General’s Office be furnished with a printed Copy of the Report on the 
Down Survey, as soon as it shall arrive from England; and also, with a Transcript of the Second Report 
on said Office. 

The Board, reverting to their Proceedings respecting the Down Survey, and the recommendation 
contained in the Report made by their Committee, respecting the binding of the Parish Maps, took the 
whole matter a^ain into their consideration ; and having read copies of the Letters of the Chief J ustice and the 
Attorney General, dated the 6th and 13th days of October last respectively, thereon ; and agreeing in opinion 
with their Committee, on that subject; It was Ordered, That the Sub-Commissioners appointed on the 
Surveyor General’s Office be instructed to carry the Orders of the Board, of the 16th March 1812, into 
immediate execution. 

And lastly. We beg leave most humbly to state to Your Royal Highness, that at the present time we have 
not any other matters to offer to Your Royal Highness's consideration, touching or concerning the premises, 
or any further Measures to propose thereupon. 

All which is most humbly submitted to Your Royal Highness’s consideration.
